WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Soviet Union has bought an ad- 
ditional 1.2 million metric tons 
of American corn, the first U.S. 
grain purchased by Russian 
since sales were suspended last 
summer, the Agriculture 
Department said Friday. 


Department officials also an- 


nounced that Russian harvest 
prospects have continued to 
deteriorate and that 1975 Soviet 
grain production will be the 
smallest in eight years. 


The new sales, confirmed 


earlier by three trading com- 
panies, raised total U.S. grain 
sales to Russia this season to 
11.5 million metric tons, which 
contain 2,205 pounds each. 
Department officials have 
predicted that Russia may even- 
tually buy up to 17 million tons 
of U.S. grain in, the 1975-76 
season. 


According to the new es- 


timate, Russia will produce 160 
million tons of grain this year. 
That would be the smallest crop 
since 147.9 million tons were 
produced in 1967. 


The previous USDA estimate 


on Oct. 9 was 170 million tons. 
Officials said the reduced figure 
does not appreciably change 
Russia's total grain import 
capacity, previously estimated at 
30 million tons from all foreign 
sources. 


The reduced Soviet harvest 


means the Soviets would fall 25.8 


per cent below their original 
grain goal of 215.7 million tons 
this year. 


Commenting on the reduced 


Soviet crop estimate, USDA said 
the reduction includes seven 
million tons of wheat, two 
million tons in feed grains and 
one million tons for mis- 
cellaneous grains. 


Officials said the revision "vir- 


tually confirms that a significant 
downward adjustment of grain 
use within the Soviet Union will 
be required in the coming year. 


The report said that the Soviet 


Union's import level is es- 
timated at around 30 million 
tons for a 15-month period from 
July 1 of this year through next 
Sept. 30. That would include 
1975 U.S. crop production and 
the big sales made to Russia last 
summer. 


With the new disclosures, 


Russia now has bought 5.9 
million tons of corn, 4.5 million 
of wheat and 1.1 million of 
barley from U.S. firms for the 
1975-76 season. 


The new sales were the first by 


U.S. firms to Russia since last 
July when 9.8 million tons of 
wheat and feed grains were sold 
in one week. Those led to an em- 
bargo on further sales and to a 
recently concluded long-term 
U.S. grain sales pact with the 
Soviets.

A committee should consist of 
three people — two of whom 


lifted the embargo and thus 
cleared the way for the new 
deals.

help meet those needs and were 
not part of the long-term agree- 
ment. 


According to USDA estimates, 


Russia is expected to buy a total 
of about 30 million tons of grain 
from all sources for 1976-76. 
More than 25 million tons now 
have been purchased, including 
the 11.5 million from the United 
States. 


The new USDA estimate of 


Soviet grain production 


demonstrates the wide fluctua- 
tion in the Russian harvests over 
the years. Those gyrations have 
led to huge, sudden purchases 
and disruptions of the U.S. and 
world grain markets. 


That is one reason for the new 


five-year agreement. By settling 
on a basic range of U.S. grain 
sales, administration 
officials 


say that American farmers and 
consumers will see more stabili- 
ty in their food price system. 


Sale Pleases Nebraskans 


"Thanks, I needed that," said 


State Agriculture Director Glenn 
Kreuscher when told of the new 
sale of corn to the Soviet Union 
announced Friday. 


"We really needed that sale to 


boost our economy in the state. 
Their purchases seem to be for 
livestock feed which seems to 
offset some of the arguments 
that have been heard that people 
should eat grain not meat. 
Russians apparently want to eat 
meat," Kreuscher said. 


Bob Anderson of the Nebraska 


Grain Dealers Association 
reported the sale, adding that 
"the grain trade thinks the sale 
may strain the Russian capacity 
to handle much more grain. 


They have purchased nearly 25 
million tons around the world. 
11.6 million tons are from the 
U.S. and 600,000 tons are on op- 
tional contracts which can be 
purchased from the U.S. or from 
some other country," he said. 


Anderson said the Interstate 


Commerce Commission had also 
announced that it was moving to 
increase the number of hopper 
cars and other rail equipment 
capable of moving grain in a six- 
state area that includes 
Nebraska. 


"This should help get cars to 


those elevators which nave piles 
of grain on the ground. It will 
help move this crop into export 
channels as well," he said. 


Franco Suffers 3rd Attack 


MADRID, Spain (AP) - Gen. 


Francisco Franco suffered his 
third heart attack in four days 
Friday, his physicians said. The 
deterioration 
in 
the 


generalissimo's condition in- 
dicated his 36-year rule was 
rapidly nearing its end. 


A medical bulletin said the 82- 


year-old Spanish head of state 
had survived the attack and was 
resting peacefully by early 
evening. The doctors gave no in- 
dication of Franco's chances for 
recovery. 


Pressure increased on 


Premier Carlos Arias Navarro to 


seek an immediate transfer of 
power to Franco's designated 
heir, Prince Juan Carlos. 


The brief bulletin from the 11 


physicians attending Franco said 
he had suffered a new "coronary 
insufficiency," or temporary 
failure of the heart. It added that 
"his cardio-circulatory state is 
stationary." 


Several hours before Franco's 


third attack, the physicians said 
his condition had "improved" 
and signs of heart failure 
detected after his second attack 
on Thursday had diminished. 


Late last week Franco fell ill 


with the flu and on Monday an 
official bulletin said he was suf- 
fering heart complications. The 
first heart attack, described as 
severe, occurred Tuesday. 
Subsequent reports from Pardo 
Palace claimed Franco was 
recovering. 


After the second attack was 


announced Thursday, Juan 
Carlos, Premier Arias and other 
top government leaders rushed 
to Pardo Palace, 10 miles north 
of the capital, but they all soon 
left.

Jpaver than in Watergate days, former At- 
torney General John N. Mitchell testified 
Friday he was kept in the dark about illegal 
domestic intelligence activities and

-'Mitchell told the Senate Intelligence 
Committee that while he was told in mid- 
1971 the CIA was conducting "mail covers" 
*• noting the information on the outside of 
envelopes - he did not know agents were 
«etually opening and reading letters. 
,, Mail covers are legal; mail opening is 
not.

"Do you believe that President Nixon 


knew of the mail opening program?" asked 
Chairman Frank Church, D-Idaho. 
- "I would believe not," replied Mitchell, 
who was Nixon's attorney general and cam- 
paign manager. He is now facing up to 


eight years in prison following his con- 
spiracy and perjury conviction in the 
Watergate cover-up. 


Mitchell said he was also unaware of the 


FBI's "Cointelpro" project of infiltrating 
domestic radical groups and strongly 
hinted that as attorney general he had little 
control over the FBI or its late director, J. 
Edgar Hoover. 


"He wotkefl directly under me," 


Mitchell said with a slight smile. "I'm not 
sure if he worked directly for me." 


He suggested "one way of putting the 


reins" on the FBI would be to pick a 
"proper director" to serve for a specific 
term. Hoover headed the FBI for some 40 
years. 


Mitchell's hair was grayer than when he 


testified in the same room more than two 
years ago at the Watergate hearings and he 
seemed to have lost weight. He was relaxed 


and affable, though the tremor noticed hi 
his right hand during the cover-up trial a 
year ago appeared now to also affect his 
left. 


Several Capitol policemen and spectators 


surrounded him to shake his hand as he left 
and one woman said she had been 
"rooting" for him the past three years. 


"Thanks, honey," Mitchell said. 
Mitchell, summoned to testify over his 


protest that it might jeopardize his 
Watergate appeal, confirmed he had a 22- 
minute meeting with CIA Director Richard 
Helms June 1, 1971, in which mail sur- 
veillance was discussed in passing. 


Whereas Helms left the impression in 


testimony earlier this week he had told 
Mitchell of actual mail openings, Mitchell 
insisted they spoke only of mail covers. 
Nor, he said, did he ever receive any 
opened mail from Helms "or anyone else 
in the CIA." 


Woman Governor Opposes Strike 


Hartford, Conn. (UPI) — Gov. 


Ella T. Grasso said Friday the 
planned national women's strike 
next week may set the women's 
liberation movement back 20 
years and she for one wants no 
part of it. 
.„ "What good does it do?" asked 
Mrs. Grasso, the nation's first 
woman governor elected in her 
own right. Then she chided 
newsmen for even bringing up 
the subject. 


"You've all been sitting 


around simpering and giggling 
about it ever since we got word 
of it," she said. "And I don't 
think that that is going to help 
advance a very good and sound 


and valid cause — the cause of 
women's rights which I feel is 
very important." 


Mrs. Grasso, who calls herself 


"the first lady governor who was 
not previously a governor's first 
lady," said women's rights 
should be achieved in other 
ways. Mrs. Grasso. 56, and the 
mother of two grown children, 
said she would not take part in 
next Wednesday's planned strike 
and she doesn't care who par- 
ticipates. 


"That is their business," she 


said. 


"I don't think by refusing to 


take care of my family and go to 


work I achieve my objective," 
she said. "This may set the 
movement back 20 years." 


Mrs. Grasso has been under 


fire from women's rights groups 
for what they call her failure to 
appoint enough women to 
positions of high reponsibility 
when she took office last 
January. 


But she has gone to great pains 


to point out that she has women 
involved in the highest levels of 
government, including her chief 
executive aide, Nancy Lewin- 
sohn, the first woman in state 
history to hold such a job. 


She has provided updated lists 


of all the women who have

Telephone Rate Increase 
To Net LT&T $3.8 Million

Basic residential phone rates 


for Lincoln Telephone ft 
Telegraph Co. (LT&T) sub- 
scribers will rise by no more 
than $1 a month, and probably 
less, as a result of action Friday 
granting the firm a $3.8 million 
rate increase.

mission and LT&T officials 
agreed that would be the impact 
of the commission's 3-2 vote 
authorizing the increase.

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Kissinger's Personal Diplomacy 


It must come as a great shock to 


Gerald Ford to bear from his own 
secretary of agriculture that AFL-CIO 
President George Meany has more power 
than the president of the United States. 


Earl Butz said Meany "has more 


power than the President. He can shut the 
country down and President Ford can't do 
that." In an utterly insensitive and ob- 
noxious remark, the ag secretary also 
replied to a question about what could be 
done relating to Meany's power by com- 
menting: "Maybe one of these days his 
marker will call him home." Butz has 
.gained a deserved following for his feisty 
nature and vocal defense of the farmer but 
the remark about Meany "going home" 
was tasteless even for him. And even peo- 
ple who have no sympathy for Meany 
should agree. 


The continued shots at Meany and 


labor are understandable, but they should 
be seen for what they are — a diversionary 
tactic. 


Meany talks about "our wheat" like he 


personally sweated and took risks for its 
production. Farmers aren't too keen about 
that kind of talk. The refusal to load grain 
already sold to Russia and the talk about 
guaranteeing no increase in the price of 
food also stuck in the farmer's craw — as it 
should; it is pretty indigestible stuff. 


But looking at what Meany and labor 


did in perspective it has to be admitted that 
if labor had interfered with a policy the 
President really wanted to pursue, or if 
labor did indeed move to shut the country 
down, the President has steps he can take 
to remedy the situation. Harry Truman, 
among others, did and so could the 


man who professes to admire Truman. 
Gerald Ford. 


Farmers are unhappy for good reason, 


but if a finger of blame is to be pointed it 
should not be pointed at labor for pushing 
for what it wants, but squarely at the Ford 
administration for caving in to labor. 
However unsympathetically farmers view 
organized labor, they should understand 
that George Meany isn't selling them out, 
Gerald Ford is. It is the Ford-Butz line that 
Meany is the bad guy, the aging power who 
can't be managed. Well, if Meany really is 
Number One in power it is onlyTjecause 
the President has relinquished his and is 
taking the easy road of blaming someone 
else for an unpopular policy.

The First And Sixth 


WILLIAMSBURG, Va. - The 


F,irst Amendment to the 
Constitution says that Congress 
''shall make no law... abridging 
the freedom of speech or of the 
press . . . " On that hangs the 
right of the American press to 
report the news without official 
.interference. 


The Sixth Amendment says 


that in 
"all 
criminal 


prosecutions, the accused shall 
enjoy the right to a speedy and 
public trial by an impartial jury 
. ." On that and the 14th 
Amendment's guarantee of due 
process of law to all persons 
hangs the American system of 
justice. 


* What happens when the First 
and Sixth Amendments collide 
— when the free press wants to 
print something that a judge 
thinks will endanger a defen- 
dant's right to a fair trial or 
otherwise interfere with the 
judicial process? 


* What is happening these days 
fs an increasing number of 
orders from the bench 
prohibiting publication of infor- 
ihation on court proceedings. 
The orders may relate to the 
naming of witnesses, comments 
by .lawyers or police, the names 
of jurors and even what actually 
fakes place in the courtroom. 


•a, The press calls them "gag 
orders." Judges call them 
^'protective orders." A neutral 
farm is "restrictive orders." By 
iJny label they limit the right of 
the press to report matters that 
it considers to be of public in- 
terest. More than 100 of them 
have been issued in tne past five 
fears.

.These restrictive orders 
generally come without warning 
and without opportunity for 
argument. They can be 
Appealed, of course, and often 
jriien that is done, they are over- 
turned. But usually by the time 
the appeals court is ready to act, 


the tide of restrictive orders and 
put those that are issued on a 
more rational basis. 


It would set up a procedure 


under which a judge would give 
advance notice of intention to 
issue such an order. The judge 
would explain why he or she con- 
sidered such an order necessary 
and would arrange a hearing 
before final issuance at which in- 
terested parties — meaning the 
press, in most cases — could 
object or comment.

On the surface, the ABA 


proposal looks like a step in the 
right direction. It would give 
representatives of the media a 
chance to object to restrictive 
orders before they are imposed 
and to persuade judges to drop 
or modify them. It would also 
permit them io impress on 
judges the meaning and impor- 
tance of the First Amendment. 


But there is a serious question 


within the press as to whether it 
should go along. 


Last week, at a meeting of 


editors here, Paul H. Roney, a 
Federal appeals court judge in 
Florida and chairman of the 
ABA drafting committee, 
defended the proposal as- 
reasonable and proper. It would, 
he said, offer a compromise 
between the judge who says no 
one can tell him how to run his 
courtroom and media people 
who say that any order affecting 
the access tc information is un- 
constitutional.

But A. M. Rosenthal, 


managing editor of the New 
York Times, took another view, 
saying, in effect, thanks but no 
thanks.

Therefore the press has no 
business legitimizing judicial 
censorship by negotiating with a 
judge on a restrictive order. 


Rosenthal sees such participa- 


tion as an "ethical waiver" that 
is worse than having to deal with 
orders issued without consulta- 
tion. 


The paradox here is that Lan- 


dau and Rosenthal should take 
opposing .views. The Reporters 
Committee has been in the 
forefront of the fight against 
restrictive orders and all other 
infringements of press freedom. 
And certainly the New York 
Times has'been militant in exer- 
cising its prerogatives under the 
First Amendment.

Who is right? Undeniably the 


course proposed by the ABA 
committee would involve the 
press in negotiating on orders 
that would limit its right to 
report the news.

is very fashionable these days. We have 
pictures of Henry Kissinger snaking 
hands with Chairman Mao Tse-Tung in 
Peking, of the Emperor of Japan and 
President Ford on the White House lawn, 
and next week it will be President Sadat 
of Egypt and his "dear,friend" Henry 
dominating the social and diplomatic 
news out of Washington. 


Sometime* these personal ceatocts are

who spent yean at Harvard studying aad 
writing about the personal dtptoniacy of 
NiMtojeath Century Europe.

positive events of recent world history. It 
is doubtful, for example, that Egypt 
would have taken even its limited step 
toward an accommodation with Israel un- 
less Kissinger had won the confidence of 
Sadat. 


In contrast, Kissinger also felt that he 


bad established mutual trust with Le Due 
Tho, the principal Hanoi negotiator at the 
Vietnamese peace talks, but the 
agreements arranged between them fell 
apart when they no longer supported the 
interests of the parties concerned. 


Aside from the accidents of politics, the 


accidents and mortality of life make per- 
sonal diplomacy a risky business. Since 
Kissinger came to Washington as the 
principal security adviser in the White 
House in January of 1969, President 
Nixon and Vice President Agnew have 
been forced out of-office, and his prin- 
cipal ally in Congress, Chairman William 


Fulbright of the Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee, was defeated at the polls.

the game. Yes, I did park in a private parking area, BUT a girl 
came out from the Arthur Murray Studio and asked me if I was 
going to leave my car there. I asked her if I could and she told 
me yes, just pull it over closer to the wall so they could park 
more cars in there. They were parking all kinds of out-of-county 
cars. After I moved my car, I asked her if that was all right and 
she said yes. When I got back from the game, my car was gone 
and in its place sat an out-of-town station wagon. 


I had asked a policeman if I could park in this parking lot 


and he told me it was for private parking so I wasn't going to 
leave my car there until this girl from the studio had told me I 
could. 


It took me over an hour to find out what happened to my 


car and where it was. The studio was locked so I couldn't .find 
out anything from them. 


When I finally located my car, they told me it was over 22 


blocks from where I was. Of course, I did not have any means of 
transportation. However, I was in Lincoln as a guest of one of 
the students, so two friends went on their motorcycle to get my 
car. 


While they were getting my car, there were two girls there 


to get their car out of impoundment. They would not accept 
their check, and it was too late to call their bank and they did 
not have enough cash between them. They told the girls they 
had 10 minutes to get some money together as they lock the 
gates at 5:00 and their car would be impounded until Monday. 
What these poor girls did, I do not know. But I think this was a 
terrible way for them to be treated as strangers in the city. It 
cost me $15.00 to get my car back because I was connected with 
the college. TFiey were charging some $25.00. 


We pay a good price for tickets to the game, some of us 


travel a good distance, — I came 230 miles — plus meals. Some 
stay overnight, therefore partaking of your restaurants, lounges 
and some shopping. Then to be treated this way, I think is un- 
forgivable. Of all the people who come to the games every time 
they are in Lincoln, I think the city could at least meet us 
halfway. Why not let any parking lot be used to park in on game 
days? This I suppose will impose a hardship on those who have 
to do business in the city and the local people, but couldn't they 
put up with this for a few days each fall? It is very hard for us 
who come to Lincoln a few times a year. We do not know all the 
streets and where we can park and where Werything is. It seems 
they could be a little more accommodating. They are making 
money from our trips into your city. 


I'm not really hollering about the $15.00 it cost me to get 


my car back. It was all the hassle that went with it. I called the 
campus police, the police station three times and a couple of 
towing places before I finally found my car. They had a record 
that my car had been towed but they didn't know for sure where 
it was located. Finally the police found out where it was. 


They told me that they had towed away some 60 cars that 


day. That is a hell of a take for one day's work. This gal who told 
me to park there probably called the towing service and got a 
percentage of the take! Hard telling how many-cars she had 
towed away from my parking spot alone! 


This is a fine way to say "thanks for coming to our city and 


for supporting our football team." I am sending copies of this 
letter to the Chamber of Commerce and everyone else I can 
think of.

It must co me as a g reat sho ck to 
Gerald 
Fo rd to hear fro m his o wn 
secretary o f ag riculture that 
AFL-CIO 
President Geo rg e Meany has mo re po wer 
than the president o f the United States. 


Earl Butz said Meany “ has mo re 
po wer than the President. He can shut the 
co untry do wn and President Fo rd can’t do 
that.” In an utterly insensitiv e and o b­ 
no x io us remark, the ag secretary also 
replied to a questio n abo ut what co uld be 
do ne relating to Meany ’s po wer by co m­ 
menting : “ May be o ne o f these day s his 
marker will call him ho m e.” Butz has 
g ained a deserv ed fo llo wing fo r his feisty 
nature and v o cal defense o f the farmer but 
the remark abo ut Meany “ g o ing ho m e” 
was tasteless ev en fo r him. And ev en peo ­ 
ple who hav e no sy mpathy fo r Meany 
sho uld ag ree. 
The co ntinued sho ts at Meany and 
labo r are understandable, but they sho uld 
be seen fo r what they are — a div ersio nary 
tactic. 
Meany talks abo ut “ o ur wheat” like he 
perso nally sweated and to o k risks fo r its 
pro ductio n. Farmers aren't to o keen abo ut 
that kind o f talk. The refusal to lo ad g rain 
already so ld to Russia and the talk abo ut 
g uaranteeing no increase in the price o f 
fo o d also stuck in the farmer’s craw — as it 
sho uld; it is pretty indig estible stuff. 


But lo o king at what Meany and labo r 
did in perspectiv e it has to be admitted that 
if labo r had interfered with a po licy the 
President really wanted to pursue, o r if 
labo r did indeed mo v e to shut the co untry 
do wn, the President has steps he can take 
to remedy the situatio n. Harry Truman, 
amo ng o thers, did and so co uld the 


man who pro fesses to admire Truman, 
Gerald Fo rd. 
Farmers are unhappy fo r g o o d reaso n, 


but if a fing er o f blame is to be po inted it 
sho uld no t be po inted at labo r fo r pushing 
fo r what it wants, but squarely at the Fo rd 
administratio n fo r cav ing in to labo r.

What hap p en s when the First 
and Six th Amen dmen ts co llide 
— when the free p ress wan ts to

These restrictiv e o rders 
g enerally co me witho ut warning 
and witho ut o ppo rtunity fo r 
a r g u m e n t . They can be 
appealed, o f co urse, and o ften 
when that is do ne, they are o v er­ 
turned. But usually by the time 
the appeals co urt is ready to act, 
the issue is dead. In the mean­ 
time, the press has the cho ice o f 
submitting to a restraint it co n­ 
siders unco nstitutio nal o r chan­ 
cing jail fo r co ntempt o f co urt.

On the su rface, the ABA 
p ro p o sal lo o ks like a step in the 
right directio n .

Farmers Ask 
For Rate Study

The Nebraska Agricultural 
Council, an umbrella group of 
farm organizations in the state, 
called for a Legislativ e study of 
who lesale po wer rates in 
Nehraska at its meeting Friday . 
The council unanimously sup­ 
ported a request for state funds 
to cov er an in depth study of 
power costs and rates. 
Various members ex pressed 
fears that electricity rates for 
farmers could more than double 
if wholesale power rates are in­ 
creased as sharply as some 
reports suggest. 


Ron Holsteen, representing 
rural electric sy stems in the 
state, said, “ It is difficult to say 
how it will affect an indiv idual 
farmer’s bill because it will v ary 
from one sy stem to another. But 
we ex p ect irrigato rs to 
ex perience a real shock, perhaps 
as much as $2,000 for a single 
well.” 


The council also asked its of­ 
ficers to write letters to Presi­ 
dent Fo rd, Secretary o f 
Agriculture Earl Butz, Secretary 
of State Henry Kissinger and the 
Nebraska congressional delega­ 
tion asking if the federal gov ern­ 
ment really intended to fully 
control grain ex ports or if it was 
dedicated to a free market. 
The council also supported a 
request by the Nebraska 
Veterinary Medical Association 
for funds to staff the new 
diagno stic labo rato ry and 
v eterinary research facility now 
nearing co mpletio n at the 
Univ ersity of Nebraska-Lincoln. 


‘ Ev en if we do get the funds, I 
am not sure we can find people 
to staff the facility because there 
are 11 v eterinary schools that are 
either ex panding or starting 
from scratch. This is creating a 
trem endo us demand fo r 
qualified people in this field,” 
warned Dr. J . C. Marcum of 
Spencer. 
“ We are short of people in the 
old facility and some who are 
still there hav e been offered jobs 
with tremendous salaries at 
other states. We will hav e 
problems if we don’t get the 
funds to hold the people we hav e 
with better salaries,” he said. 
Marcum said if the facility is 
to be fully staffed, it will cost 
$1.25 million a y ear. Marcum 
warned that the people who use 
the facility could be ex pected to 
pay fees to cov er a part of the 
operation costs.

Football Problem ‘Fun’ 
Rickey Tolliver is one part of 


Brownell’s success: “This looks 
like fun!” exclaimed the 11-year- 
old, as he examined a Big Eight 
football activity. The small fan, 
by computing the distance 
gridiron officials must travel 
from Lincoln to other con­ 
ference schools, thinks he’s just 
having fun. 
But Rickey gets a lesson as 


well in math and social studies, 
and can earn extra credit for es­ 
timating the map distances in 
kilometers. The activity offers 
career education, too: Another 
option would have him interview 
classmates’ fathers who of­ 
ficiate, to learn if they like it. 
Guild initiated the centers last 


year at Brownell, a pilot school 


for career education under 
federal Title III research 
projects. He credited teachers 
Carol Schmidt, Wilma Boles and 
Karen Reidman and their 
enthusiastic colleagues for their 
flexibility in expanding the 
centers. 
They’re “closely supervised 


and pretty well structured,” 
Guild explained. Each youngster 
keeps track of his work in a per­ 
sonal folder, and "there’s a lot of 
competition to get these things 
done.” Teachers evaluate com­ 
pletion 
rates 
and 
ac­ 
complishments. 


Most Homemade 
The staff and Guild himself 


continue to develop the ac­ 
tivities, some adapted from com­ 
mercial materials but most 
strictly homemade. “The hard 
thing is to anticipate where it’s 
going to go wrong,” Guild 
smiled, recalling one set of in­ 
structions failed to remind the 
kids to rewind the tape. 
Most of the centers stress use 


of media. The kids work in­ 
dependently in each of the three 
rooms designed for grades 1-2,3- 
4 and 5-6. And each is in the kids’ 
regular classroom area, making 
the centers easier to get to, 
Guild said.

the centers, and teachers try to 
channel them through each ac­ 
tivity although they may repeat.

school day aren’t involved 
directly with their teachers, the 
centers allow them to spend that 
time more constructively than 
perhaps doing busy work, he 
said. 


Christine Schweitzer, 9, was 


busy at a leaf rubbing. “What 
kind of leaf is that?” she was 
asked. Straight-faced, the 4th- 
grader replied, “Weed.” She and 
her classmates display their 
work on the lively center walls. 
Sixth-graders Todd Tenopir 


and Doug Smith peered through 
magnifying glasses at the U.S. 


Constitution, figuring out 
delegates’ signatures and usin^ 
references to learn more about 
them and the 1787 event. 
And down the hall in the 4th- 


grade center, 9-year-old Denise 
Finch was quietly boning up on a 
book about skeletons, an “inside 
look at animals.” 


Puzzles A Challenge 
“ Computer Pete’’ and 


tangrams (Chinese puzzles) 
challenge the youngsters, or they 
may design a flag or get into 
“Halloween fun.” One teacher 
relied on her dentist husband to 
help design a center on tooth 
care — using “Jaws” as the 
takeoff. 


“You’re No Shark!” the dis­ 
play advises, showing one with 
the exact number of gaping 
teeth. And seven activities teach 
the kids about human teeth. 
Most of the activities — some 


more include “getting behind 
the newspaper,” American 
presidents, military service — 
are manipulative, use objects the 
kids can touch and feel.

High Court Denies Regents Request

The Nebraska Supreme Court 


Friday refused to rule on a 
request by the University of 
Nebraska Board of Regents to 
delineate the regents' and the 
Legislature's powers over the 
NU system. 


The rejection, which conies 


weeks after the request was 
made, means the regents will 
have to go first to Lancaster 
District Court to resolve the 
issue before the Supreme Court 
can rule. 


The regents had hoped to save 


time by asking the Supreme 
Court to accept the case without 
requiring lower court review. 
Except in unusual cases where 
time is crucial, the Supreme 
Court requires lower court ac- 
tion first. 


NU attorney Flavel Wright 


said Friday he expects the law- 
suit to be filed in Lancaster 
District Court within two weeks. 


The lawsuit was sparked by 


legislative action limiting annual 
pay increases for all state 
employes, including NU faculty, 
to 5% plus $468 and another law 
giving the NU central ad- 


ministration greater authority, 
some pay to the point where it 
dilutes the three campus 
chancellors' powers. 
' The regents feel the legislation 
oversteps the Legislature's con- 
stitutional powers and infringes 
on the regents' duties to govern 
the NU system. 


The pay increase bill denies 


the regents latitude in rewarding 
instructors who nave performed 
beyond the norm and en- 
courages mediocrity in teaching, 
some contend. 


Legislators, on the other hand, 


say they are merely exercising 
their constitutional duty to ap- 
propriate state tax funds as they 
see fit and are not attempting to 
run the university from the 
statehouse. 


Another point of contention is 


the Nebraska Employe Informa- 
tion System (NEB) which would 
centralize data on all state 
employes using the same com- 
puter bank. 


NU officials have resisted 


NEIS, which has been tem- 
porarily halted due to a lack of 
money. 


Tax Cheats Face 
Criminal Charges 


Atty. Gen. Paul Douglas and State Tax Commissioner 


William E. Peters have teamed up to bring criminal 
charges against tax cheaters. 


In a joint announcement Friday, Douglas indicated 


tax fraud cases should be ready for prosecution in the 
near future. 


The action reportedly will represent the first time in 


some years that criminal, and not just civil, charges for 
unpaid taxes have been filed by the state. 


The criminal cases are expected to center on sales 


taxes. Officials reportedly hope the legal actions will en- 
courage others who may owe sales taxes to pay up and 
avoid possible prosecution. 


Criminal penalties for violations, including failure to 


properly license, pay or report taxes and falsifying tax 
statements range from misdemeanor fines of $25 to $500 
per violation to felony penalties of $10,000 and 5 years im- 
prisonment. 


Douglas said attorneys, auditors and investigators 


from both the State Justice and the Revenue 
Departments have cooperated to prepare cases for county 
attorneys to file. 


Peters said civil and administrative have been used 


extensively in the past in tax cases. Criminal sanctions 
become necessary when offenders fail to mend their 
ways, he said.

Ex cept in u nu su al cases where 
time is cru cial, the Su preme 
Cou rt requ ires lower cou rt ac­ 
tion first. 
NU attorney Flav el Wright 
said Friday he ex pects the law­ 
su it to be filed in Lancaster 
District Cou rt within two weeks. 
The lawsu it was sparked by 
legislativ e action limiting annu al 
pay increases for all state 
employ es, inclu ding NU facu lty , 
to 5 % plu s $468 and another law 
giv ing the NU central ad- 


ministration greater au thority , 
some pay to the point where it 
dilu tes the three campu s 
chancellors’ powers. 
The regents feel the legislation 
ov ersteps the Legislatu re’s con­ 
stitu tional powers and infringes 
on the regents’ du ties to gov ern 
the NU sy stem. 


The pay increase bill denies 
the regents latitu de in rewarding 
instru ctors who hav e performed 
bey ond the norm and en­ 
cou rages mediocrity in teaching, 
some contend. 
Legislators, on the other hand, 


say they are merely ex ercising 
their constitu tional du ty to ap­ 
propriate state tax fu nds as they 
see fit and are not attempting to 
ru n the u niv ersity from the 
statehou se. 


Another point of contention is 
the Nebraska Employ e Informa­ 
tion Sy stem (NEIS) which wou ld 
centralize data on all state 
employ es u sing the same com­ 
pu ter bank. 
NU officials hav e resisted 
NEIS, which has been tem­ 
porarily halted du e to a lack of 
money . 


Tax Cheats Face 
Criminal Charges 


Atty . Gen. Pau l Dou glas and State Tax Commissioner 
William E. Peters hav e teamed u p to bring criminal 
charges against tax cheaters. 
In a joint annou ncement Friday , Dou glas indicated 
tax frau d cases shou ld be ready for prosecu tion in the 
near fu tu re. 
The action reportedly will represent the first time in 
some y ears that criminal, and not ju st civ il, charges for 
u npaid tax es hav e been filed by the state. 
The criminal cases are ex pected to center on sales 
tax es. Officials reportedly hope the legal actions will en­ 
cou rage others who may owe sales tax es to pay u p and 
av oid possible prosecu tion. 
Criminal penalties for v iolations, inclu ding failu re to 
properly license, pay or report tax es and falsify ing tax 
statements range from misdemeanor fines of $25 to $500 
per v iolation to felony penalties of $10,000 and 5 y ears im­ 
prisonment. 
Dou glas said attorney s, au ditors and inv estigators 
from both the State Ju stice and the Rev enu e 
Departments hav e cooperated to prepare cases for cou nty 
attorney s to file. 
Peters said civ il and administrativ e hav e been u sed 
ex tensiv ely in the past in tax cases. Criminal sanctions 
become necessary when offenders fail to mend their 
way s, he said. 


Firing Of Rollins 
Upheld By Board 


By a 4-1 v ote Friday , the State 
Personnel Board u pheld the 
firing of the Nebraska Liqu or 
Control Commission’s chief en­ 
forcement officer. 
T he 
boa rd 
said 
a 
preponderance of ev idence in­ 
dicated that Norman Rollins was 
insu bordinate and failed to 
maintain “a satisfactory and har­ 
moniou s working relationship” 
with the commission. 
Rollins had contended that he 
was fired becau se he was critical 
of Com m ission C hairm an 
Edward Robinson’s u se of state 
cars for personal u se. 
The commission, howev er, 
said Rollins was fired for in­ 
su bordination, 
ex ercising 
im­ 
proper influ ence on fellow 
employ es and other acts. 
Voting in the majority were 
Herman A. Brockmeier, Dav id 
Flebbe, Helen M. Lassek and 
Nels Petersen. 
Richard E. Person dissented, 
say ing su fficient reason had not 
been demonstrated for firing 
Rollins.

Funding Urged For Office 
To Locate Missing Parents

• New York - Millions of 
women and children have been 
abandoned to poverty, or near- 
poverty, by husbands who don't 
care to support them any more. 


1 Some just walk out the door and 
never come back. Others pay 
.alimony and child-support for a 
few years but then - tiring of 
the obligation - skip off to 
another state. 


Men who run out on their 


obligations usually find their 
conduct pretty easy to 
rationalize. "The kids won't 
starve," they say. "Someone will 
:take care of them." 


And someone does. If the 


mother can't manage it, you and 
I do, through the public welfare 
system. The federal government 
estimates that, of 2.6 million 
families getting Aid for Depen- 
dent Children, 1.3 million could 
— and would — be supported by 
the father if he were found. 


Many states have parent- 


locator services attached to the 
welfare department, but only a 
few are considered effective. 
Federal officials put California, 
Massachusetts, Michigan and 
Washington State at the top of 
the list. Even the good programs 
have limited access to informa- 
tion. Once the husband skips to 
another state, it's hard to find 
him; if found it's hard to make 
him pay his family what he 
owes. 


Funding Bill 


On August 1, a law went into 


effect setting up a federal office 
to hunt missing parents. The 
new system sounds tough, and 
should work. However, the of- 
fice hasn't yet been funded. A 
bill appropriating money for the 
parent-locator effort (along with 
other social services) is now in a 
House-Senate conference. Then 
it will go to the President for 
signature — or veto. 


Not giving this office the 


budget it needs would be a false 
economy. By finding parents and 
forcing them to support their 
children, millions of dollars in 
welfare costs would be saved. 
The government estimates that 
for every $1 spent finding a 
runaway parent (counting both 
direct and indirect costs), 
around $5 is returned to the 
public purse. 


But the law isn't just for 


welfare families. The new Office 
of Child Support Enforcement 
(330 C St., S.W., Washington, 
D.C. 20201) will halp anyone find 
a missing parent — married or 
unmarried, rich or poor, and 
mothers as well as fathers if the 
mothers could help support the 
children. But it won't track 
spouses if no children are in- 
volved. 


Another Story 


Right now, the office is 


operating with a skeleton staff. 
Letters are merely being 
referred to the state agency, 
which you may already have 
found unable to help you. But if 
money is forthcoming, it will be 
another story. 


The OCSE is empowered to 


ask all the federal agencies to 
search their files for the name of 
the missing parent. Computer 
programs will be developed to 
supply his last known address 
and employer — but no more. 
You can't request personal infor- 
mation like how much money he 
makes. 


Every agency from the Social 


Security Administration to the 
Internal Revenue Service will be 


wired into this system. If he has 
any business at all with the 
federal government under his 
real name, they should turn him 
up. 


But the federal government 


doesn't do the gumshoe work. 
Once they find his address, it's 
sent back to the state for search. 
Federal funds will be provided 
to beef up state operations, plus 
incentive payments for money 
recovered. 


When the parent is found, he'll 


be hauled into court. If te 
doesn't pay up, the IRS can seize 
his property, his bank account or 
garnishee his wages. Even a civil 
service employe or miltary man 
can now have his salary tapped. 


Locator Service Free 


The legal service is free for 


welfare families. If you're not on 
welfare and want the govern- 
ment to prosecute, you'll pay ac- 
cording to your means. But the 
basic parent-locator service is 
free for everyone. 


Even after the father is found, 


welfare families can keep on get- 
ting checks from the govern- 
ment, as a precaution against his 
skipping out again. The govern- 
ment recovers the money direct- 
ly from him. Non-welfare 
families can also make this 
arrangement if it seems prudent. 


If the judge rules that a man 


owes his wife more than she has 
been paid by welfare, she gets 
the difference — a powerful in- 
centive for her to cooperate. She 
also gets a bounty of up to $20 a 
month. Should she refuse to 
cooperate, she can lose part of 
her welfare check. 


All in all, it's a tough law, 


demanding a lot both from 
fathers and mothers. But I think 
that skipping out on your 
children is one of the higher 
crimes. It shouldn't be as easy as 
it is now. And if this new office 
is funded properly, it won't be.

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Life Begins At Forty: 
Haste Does Make Waste 
By JOANNE FARRIS 


We're all heard the little 


aphorism "Haste Makes Waste" 
so many times that we seldom 
think of its meaning any more. 
We're all perfectly well aware 
that haste causes us to break 
things, to cut things too short or 
too long for the purpose, to 
make typographical or writing 
errors, even to misread an arti- 
cle or story so that we come 
away from it with the wrong 
meaning. 


But haste has a special 


meaning in our lives as we grow 
older. Over time we need to go 
at our tasks more slowly. As we 
age we react to stimuli less 
quickly. We mentally process the 
stimulus more slowly. Our 
motor response is slower. 


In general we will perform 


tasks less quickly, though the 
speed of performance is related 
to: the complexity of the task, 
our characteristic response to all 
kinds of challenge, and our 
motivation to do well. 


Speed in performing a task 


does not correlate with accuracy 
in carrying it out. The question 
then is: "What's the hurry?" 
And, of course, the answer is: 
"There's no hurry." 


As we work at our job, around 


the house, in the yard or the gar- 
age, the competence we have 
acquired over time at the work 
we do enables us to do it well. 


If our work involves learning 


new tasks, we can do that too as 
the tasks are within our 
capabilities and if we have suf- 
ficient motivation and do not 
hurry. 


Society bombards us with so 


many "hurry up" messages that 


sometimes a capable, slow 
worker almost feels incompe- 
tent. No one likes to do any kind 
of task with another person 
breathing down your neck. 


The question that mature 


adults should be asking 
themselves is, "Why hurry? 
What am I hurrying for? What's 
the hurry?" Most of the things 
we do, at work or in recreation, 
do not need to be hurried. 


We have time to do things 


easily, in a relaxed fashion, and 
the result of any task done in this 
way is better than when we let 
ourselves react to pressure and 
try to rush. 


In addition to doing work 


poorly when we let ourselves be 
pressured to hurry, we run the 
danger of hurting ourselves on 
the job. How many nicks and 
scratches on your fingers, legs, 
and arms can you trace back to 
your attempt to hurry some easy 
task? Why? 


Haste and carelessness which 


results from haste are bad: They 
are losers anytime we let them 


control us. If you feel yourself 
rushing in anything you do when 
tune is not of the very essence of 
the thing being done, slow down. 


Tell yourself to "take it easy." 


Give yourself time to do the job 
right, to accomplish whatever 
you set out to do in the way that 
it should be done, not in the tune 
that someone else thinks the task 
should take. 


Everyone in our society should 


be resisting the senseless 
pressure to "hurry up." Mature 
adults and those who are old 
must refuse to hurry. 


Haste does make waste, and 


the waste may involve some per- 
sonal injury, if you allow 
yourself to be pressured into 
performing at a speed that is not 
naturally yours. 


Everyone-has a tempo for the 


tasks he does. Listen to the tem- 
po your body and temperament 
have set for you. Don't let out- 
side pressure cause you to 
deviate from your own pace of 
living.

City Manager Edward Curtin has 
billed the state Republican party 
for $9,094 in overtime for police 
and fire services during Presi- 
dent Ford's visit.

Frederick Biebel says he has no 
intention of paying the bill 
because the city never told him 
he would have to pay for such 
protection. 


Curtin said 147 police officers 


worked 809 overtime hours and 
four firemen worked 32 over- 
time hours because of Ford's 
visit. 


The city always bills private 


organizations for private-duty 
work provided by the Police and 
Fire Departments, Curtin said. 


"I had no arrangement with 


the police. I dealt only with the 
White House staff and Secret 
Service .... If they have a bill, 
they can send it to the Secret 
Service," Biebel said. 


Biebel suffered a fractured 


finger while riding in the 
presidential limousine with 
Ford. The limousine collided 
with a car loaded with teen-agers 
at an intersection that police 
failed to block off.

New York — Millions of 
women and children have been 
abandoned to poverty, or near­ 
poverty, by husbands who don’t 
care to support them any more. 
Some just walk out the door and 
never come back. Others pay 
alimony and child-support for a 
few years but then — tiring of 
the obligation — skip off to 
another state. 
Men who run out on their 
obligations usually find their 
conduct pretty easy to 
rationalize. “ The kids won’t 
starve,” they say. “Someone will 
take care of them.” 
And someone does. If the 
mother can’t manage it, you and 
I do, through the public welfare 
system. The federal government 
estimates that, of 2.6 million 
families getting Aid for Depen­ 
dent Children, 1.3 million could 
— and would — be supported by 
the father if he were found. 
Many states have parent- 
locator services attached to the 
welfare department, but only a 
few are considered effective. 
Federal officials put California, 
Massachusetts, Michigan and 
Washington State at the top of 
the list. Even the good programs 
have limited access to informa­ 
tion. Once the husband skips to 
another state, it’s hard to find 
him; if found it’s hard to make 
him pay his family what he 
owes. 
Funding Bill 
On August 1, a law went into 
effect setting up a federal office 
to hunt missing parents. The 
new system sounds tough, and 
should work. However, the of­ 
fice hasn’t yet been funded. A 
bill appropriating money for the 
parent-locator effort (along with 
other social services) is now in a 
House-Senate conference. Then 
it will go to the President for 
signature — or veto. 
Not giving this office the

budget it needs would be a false 
economy. By finding parents and 
forcing them to support their 
children, millions of dollars in 
welfare costs would be saved. 
The government estimates that 
for every $1 spent finding a 
runaway parent (counting both 
direct and indirect costs), 
around $5 is returned to the 
public purse. 
But the law isn’t just for 
welfare families. The new Office 
of Child Support Enforcement 
(330 C St., S.W., Washington, 
D C. 20201) will halp anyone find 
a missing parent — married or 
unmarried, rich or poor, and 
mothers as well as fathers if the 
mothers could help support the 
children. But it won’t track 
spouses if no children are in­ 
volved. 
Another Story 
Right now, the office is 
operating with a skeleton staff. 
Letters are merely being 
referred to the state agency, 
which you may already have 
found unable to help you. But if 
money is forthcoming, it will be 
another story. 
The OCSE is empowered to 
ask all the federal agencies to 
search their files for the name of 
the missing parent. Computer 
programs will be developed to 
supply his last known address 
and employer — but no more. 
You can’t request personal infor­ 
mation like how much money he 
makes. 
Every agency from the Social 
Security Administration to the 
Internal Revenue Service will be 


wired into this system. If he has 
any business at all with the 
federal government under his 
real name, they should turn him 
up. 
But the federal government 
doesn’t do the gumshoe work. 
Once they find his address, it’s 
sent back to the state for search. 
Federal funds will be provided 
to beef up state operations, plus 
incentive payments for money 
recovered. 
When the parent is found, he’ll 
be hauled into court. If he 
doesn't pay up, the IRS can seize 
his property, his bank account or 
garnishee his wages. Even a civil 
service employe or miltary man 
can now have his salary tapped. 
Lo ca to r Serv ice Free 
The legal service is free for 
welfare families. If you’re not on 
welfare and want the govern­ 
ment to prosecute, you’ll pay ac­ 
cording to your means. But the 
basic parent-locator service is 
free for everyone. 
Even after the father is found, 
welfare families can keep on get­ 
ting checks from the govern­ 
ment, as a precaution against his 
skipping out again. The govern­ 
ment recovers the money direct­ 
ly from him. Non-welfare 
families can also make this 
arrangement if it seems prudent. 
If the judge rules that a man 
owes his wife more than she has 
been paid by welfare, she gets 
the difference — a powerful in­ 
centive for her to cooperate. She 
also gets a bounty of up to $20 a 
month. Should she refuse to 
cooperate, she can lose part of 
her welfare check. 
All in all, it’s a tough law, 
demanding a lot both from 
fathers and mothers. But I think 
that skipping out on your 
children is one of the higher 
crimes. It shouldn’t be as easy as 
it is now. And if this new office 
is funded properly, it won’t be.

Life Begins At Forty: 
Haste Does Make Waste 


By JOANNE FARRIS 
We’re all heard the little 
aphorism “ Haste Makes Waste’’ 
so many times that we seldom 
think of its meaning any more. 
We re all perfectly well aware 
that haste causes us to break 
things, to cut things too short or 
too long for the purpose, to 
make typographical or writing 
errors, even to misread an arti­ 
cle or story so that we come 
away from it with the wrong 
meaning. 
But haste has a special 
meaning in our lives as we grow 
older. Over time we need to go 
at our tasks more slowly. As we 
age we react to stimuli less 
quickly. We mentally process the 
stimulus more slowly. Our 
motor response is slower. 
In general we will perform 
tasks less quickly, though the 
speed of performance is related 
to: the complexity of the task, 
our characteristic response to all 
kinds of challenge, and our 
motivation to do well. 
Speed in performing a task 
does not correlate with accuracy 
in carrying it out. The question 
then is: “What’s the hurry?” 
And, of course, the answer is: 
“There’s no hurry.” 
As we work at our job, around 
the house, in the yard or the gar­ 
age, the competence we have 
acquired over time at the work 
we do enables us to do it well. 
If our work involves learning 
new tasks, we can do that too as 
the tasks are within our 
capabilities and if we have suf­ 
ficient motivation and do not 
hurry. 
Society bombards us with so 
many “ hurry up” messages that 


sometimes a capable, slow 
worker almost feels incompe­ 
tent. No one likes to do any kind 
of task with another person 
breathing down your neck. 
The question that mature 
adults should be asking 
themselves is, “ Why hurry? 
What am I hurrying for? What’s 
the hurry?’’ Most of the things 
we do, at work or in recreation, 
do not need to be hurried. 
We have time to do things 
easily, in a relaxed fashion, and 
the result of any task done in this 
way is better than when we let 
ourselves react to pressure and 
try to rush. 


In addition to doing work 
poorly when we let ourselves be 
pressured to hurry, we run the 
danger of hurting ourselves on 
the job. How many nicks and 
scratches on your fingers, legs, 
and arms can you trace back to 
your attempt to hurry some easy 
task’’ Why? 


Haste and carelessness which 
results from haste are bad: They 
are losers anytime we let them

New York (AP) — Profit 
taking intensified by renewed 
doubts over New York City’s 
financial outlook pushed the 
stock market into its sharpest 
decline in two months Friday. 
The Dow Jones average of 30 
industrials fell 14.64 to 840.52, 
cutting its gain for the week to 
8.34 points. It was the biggest 
decline for the Dow since Aug. 
20, when it dropped 15.25. 
Standard & Poor’s 500-stock 
index lost 1.41 to 89.83, and the 
New York Stock Exchange com­ 
posite index was down .68 at 
47.57. 
Losers outweighed gainers 890 
to 515 among the 1,822 issues 
traded on the Big Board. 
NYSE Volume came to 18.12 
million shares, compared with 
17.90 million on Thursday. 
The market’s downturn coin­ 
cided with signs that chances 
were fading for congressional 
approval of a plan to back New 
York City’s borrowings with 
federal guarantees. 
The Senate Banking Com­ 
mittee adjourned for the 
weekend without settling on a 
proposal to help the city with its 
financial problems. 
City officials have warned that 
it faces default on debts that 
come due Dec. 1 if it doesn’t get 
federal aid. 
During the day a number of 
major banks across the country 
posted reductions in their prime 
lending rates from 8 to 7% per 
cent. 
But such a development had 
been expected all week in the 
financial community. And it was 
evident that some traders took 
profits once it became official, 
following the Wall Street 
precept, “ Buy on the expecta­ 
tion, sell on the news.” 
Stocks of New York banks, 
which own huge amounts of city 
securities, encountered some 
selling. 
Citicorp was off Vz at 29%; 
Chase Manhattan dropped P/2 to 
26 V g ; Manufacturers Hanover 
lost 2V g to 27%, and J. P. 
Morgan gave up 7/s to 51. 
Glamor stocks were also weak, 
with IBM down 6% at 209; 
Digital Equipment off 5V» at 
129Va; Firchild Camera down 2 
at 49V 4 , and Merck 1% lower at 
75 Vs. 
Oil and chemical issues were 
broadly lower, while golds 
generally posted fractional 
gains. 
On the American Stock 
Exchange, the market value in­ 
dex declined .52 to 83.07. 
The NASDAQ composite index 
for the over-the-counter market 
was down .44 at 78.62.

State Taxes To Rise 
Unless Budget Is Cut 


By United Frets International 


The State Revenue Department said the 


State Board of Equalization will have to impose 
tax rates based on fiscal 1975-76 appropriations of 
1373 million unless the state budget is cut. 


If expenditures followed appropriations and 


tax rates remained the same, the Revenue 
Department estimated the general fund would be 
$40 million short by June 30,1976. 


In his address to the special session of the 


Legislature Wednesday, Gov. J. James Expn 
predicted the sales tax for 1976 would have to in- 
crease from the current 2.5% to 3% and the in- 


dividual income tax rate from 12 to 16%, unless 
the Legislature cuts the budget now. 


The governor proposed trimming the budget 


by $6.9 million plus $3.5 million not expected to 
be needed for actual expenditures. 


The Revenue Department projections in- 


clude the 5% overlevy or cushion in the budget. 
Exon has asked the Legislature to give the Board 
of Equalization authority to waive that require- 
ment this year. 


The overlevy requirement accounts of $18 


million of the $40 million projected shortage.

J. Camarata ordered treatments 
for Donna Powell, 39, a patient 
in the Jersey City Medical 
Center's drug addiction treat- 
ment ward. The woman had 
refused to allow doctors to at- 
tach her to feeding tubes asser- 
ting that she would rather die 
than undergo the treatment. 


Camarata gave the order after 


two doctors testified that unless 
the feeding tubes were attached 
to the woman, "She will die of 
starvation." 


Frank Hayes, attorney for the 


hospital said, "This is directly 
opposite of the Karen Anne 
Quinlan case. There you have 
people going to court to allow 
someone to die. Here we have 


Ag Chemist 
Morris Biish 
Dead At 86 


Biochemist Dr. Morris Joslin 


Blish, 86, a native of Lincoln, 
died Tuesday in Phoenix, Ariz. 
He and his family had lived in 
Arizona for the past 24 years. 


Blish, who spent nearly 50 


years contributing to the field of 
cereal chemistry, received his 
B.S. and M.A. degrees from the 
University of Nebraska and his 
doctorate from the University of 
Minnesota. 


In 1922 he became chairman of 


the Agricultural Chemistry 
Dept. at the University of 
Nebraska. Afterwards he 
worked in a variety of positions 
with the U.S. Department of 
Agriculture and in private in- 
dustry.

Survivors include his wife, 


Vera; daughter, Mrs. Mary Lou

Miss Quinlan, 21, has been in a 


coma for six months and her 
parents have been fighting a 
legal battle to have doctors 
remove a respirator that keeps 
her alive in a "persistent 
vegetative state." After four 
days of testimony in a 
Morristown courtroom, the 
hearing was in recess Friday and 
scheduled to resume on Monday. 


Dr. Norman Lamonsoff, a 


hospital psychiatrist, testified at 
a brief hearing that Miss Powell 
told him she felt "it was like 
pulling her brain apart" when 
doctors tried to treat her. 


Recalling a interview, he said: 


"She looked at the curtain and 
the rope hanging there and 
talked about how easy it was to 
put the rope around her neck 
and do what she had originally 
set out to do." 


Miss Powell was hospitalized 


after a suicide attempt in which 
she said she took about 100 
tranquilizers and 40 other kinds 
of pills and then tried to drive 
her car into a stone wall, said 
Lamonsoff. 


Miss Powell, of Plainfield, 


was admitted to Muhlenberg 
Hospital on Oct. 9. 


On Monday she 
was 


transferred to Jersey City 
Medical Center, where doctors 
have listed her ailments as an 
enlarged spleen, a low white, 
blood cell count, and possible 
leukemia and Hodgkins disease. 


Hayes said that Miss Powell 


has refused to allow doctors to 
test her for leukemia by extrac- 
ting bone marrow for a blood 
cell count, as well as attach the 
feeding tubes to her. 


Hayes quoted Miss Powell as 


saying, "I wish I could die." 
Miss Powell could not be 
reached at the hospital for com- 
ment. 


In addition to her physical 


ailments, Miss Powell has severe 
mental problems, including 
acute depression and possible 
paranoia, Hayes said. 


Under normal procedures, a 


relative could be appointed guar- 
dian and order the operations to 
proceed. But Hayes said Miss 
Powell's only known kin is an 
uncle who has refused to accept 
guardianship. Moreover, court 
hearings to declare a person 
mentally incompetent to make 
life and death decisions, take 20 
days, Hayes said. 


"She'll be dead long before 


that," he said.

Chambers last week gave a 


Zorinsky aide the names of two 
lieutenants, two sergeants and 
four patrolmen who allegedly 
were involved with the 
prostitute.

"produces the evidence he 
claims he has, it could lead to lie 
detector tests." 


Last week, Zorinsky said the 


eight names given by Chambers 
were different from the five who 
earlier were implicated as 
having sex with the prostitute.

By Un ited Press In tern ation al 
The State Revenue Department said the 
State Board of Equalization will have to impose 
tax rates based on fiscal 1975-76 appropriations of 
$373 million unless the state budget is cut. 
If expenditures followed appropriations and 
tax rates remained the same, the Revenue 
Department estimated the general fund would be 
$40 million short by June 30, 1976. 
In his address to the special session of the 
Legislature Wednesday, Gov. J. James Exon 
predicted the sales tax for 1976 would have to in­ 
crease from the current 2.5% to 3% and the in­ 


dividual income tax rate from 12 to 16%, unless 
the Legislature cuts the budget now. 
The governor proposed trimming the budget 
by $6.9 million plus $3.5 million not expected to 
be needed for actual expenditures. 


The Revenue Department projections in­ 
clude the 5% overlevy or cushion in the budget. 
Exon has asked the Legislature to give the Board 
of Equalization authority to waive that require­ 
ment this year.

Miss Powell was hospitalized 
after a suicide attempt in which 
she said she took about 100 
tranquilizers and 40 other kinds 
of pills and then tried to drive 
her car into a stone wall, said 
Lamonsoff. 
Miss Powell, of Plainfield, 
was admitted to Muhlenberg 
Hospital on Oct. 9.

was 
transferred to Jersey City 
Medical Center, where doctors 
have listed her ailments as an 
enlarged spleen, a low white 
blood cell count, and possible 
leukemia and Hodgkins disease. 
Hayes said that Miss Powell 
has refused to allow doctors to 
test her for leukemia by extrac­ 
ting bone marrow for a blood 
cell count, as well as attach the 
feeding tubes to her. 
Hayes quoted Miss Powell as 
saying. “I wish I could die." 
Miss Powell could not be 
reached at the hospital for com­ 
ment. 
In addition to her physical 
ailments, Miss Powell has severe 
mental problems, including 
acute depression and possible 
paranoia, Hayes said. 
Under normal procedures, a 
relative could be appointed guar­ 
dian and order the operations to 
proceed. But Hayes said Miss 
Powell’s only known kin is an 
uncle who has refused to accept 
guardianship. Moreover, court 
hearings to declare a person 
mentally incompetent to make 
life and death decisions, take 20 
days. Hayes said.

MEXICO CITY (UPI) - The 
powerful, all-conquering, United 
States team swept all four finals 
Friday to conclude the swim­ 
ming competition at the Pan 
American Games, while the ten­ 
nis and wrestling teams also 
came up with pots of gold 
medals.

Sterkel of Hacienda Heights, 
Calif. 
The U.S. also scored 1-2 
sweeps in the other two in­ 
dividual finals. Rich Abbott of 
Corrito, Calif., won the men’s 
100 freestyle in 51 96 from Jack 
Babashoff of Fountain Valley, 
Calif., while Wendy Weinberg of 
Baltimore, Md., took the 
women’s 800 freestyle in 9:95.47 
from 
Mary 
Montgomery of 
Ashville, N.C. 
Fittingly, the U.S. men’s 400 
medley relay team won the last 
event, clocking 3:53.81 in the 
final to win easily from Canada 
and Brazil, despite the fact 
Babashoff returned to the pool 
with only 20 minutes rest to 
swim the final freestyle leg.

To Inspire Trojans

"I love the Notre Dame 


game," says Coach John McKay 
of Southern California. 


And well he should. After los- 


ing five of his first seven meet- 
ings with Notre Dame, capped 
by that infamous 51-0 mauling in 
1966, McKay has turned the 
tables with a 5-1-2 mark over the 
last eight years... capped by 
that "infamous' 55-24 come-from 
behind second-half explosion a 
year ago. 


The two ancient rivals— 


they've met every season since 
1926 except for three years dur- 
ing World War II—go at it again 
Saturday at South Bend, Ind., 
before the customary sellout 
crowd of almost 60,000 plus a 
national television audience 
(ABC-TV, 2:30, p.m., EDT). 


Southern Cal, No. 3 in The 


Associated Press ratings, has a 6- 
0 record while 14th-ranked Notre 
Dame is 5-1 but neither team has 
played very well in recent 
weeks. The 47th clash in the in- 
tersectional series—USC leads 
26-16-4—may be just what they 
need to perk them up. 


The only other game between 


two members of The AP Top 
Twenty is the Big Eight Confer- 
ence meeting at Lincoln, Neb., 
between fourth-ranked Nebras- 
ka and No. 10 Colorado. 


Elsewhere, top-ranked Ohio 


State visits Purdue with Archie 
Griffin needing 116 yards to pass 
Cornell's Ed Marinaro's 4,715 
and become major college foot- 
ball's all-time leading rusher, 
runner-up Oklahoma entertains 
Iowa State and fifth-ranked 
Texas A&M hosts Baylor. Sixth- 
ranked Alabama faces winless 
Texas Christian at Birmingham, 
Indiana is at No. 7 Michigan, 
Rice visits No. 8 Texas for a 
night game and Army is at No. 9 
Penn State. 


In the Second Ten, it's Texas- 


El Paso at No. 11 Arizona State 
at night, Duke at No. 12 Florida, 
New Mexico at No. 13 Arizona, 
Kansas State at No. 15 Missouri, 
Illinois at No. 16 Michigan State, 
Navy at No. 17 Pitt, California at 
UCLA and No. 20 South Carolina 
at Louisiana State under the 
lights. Maryland, the No. 18 
team, is idle. 


Southern Cal and Notre Dame 


have been trying to outdo each 
other lately in seeing who can 
pile up the most injuries. 


"We're a young football team 


that has not played very well the 
last two weeks," says McKay. 
"In fact, we've played as poorly 
as any team I've had in a long, 
long time. I think the injuries 
have hurt us badly because 
we've lost six regulars, or near- 
regulars, who meant a lot to us. 
However, that's still no excuse 
for the way we're playing. 


"But I'll tell you this. I love 


the Notre Dame game. I think 
it's the greatest intersectional 
rivalry in the history of football. 


youngsters will be up for the 
Irish. They had better be. I know 
Notre Dame will be inspired." 


One Trojan who isn't hurt is 


tailback Ricky Bell, the nation's 
leading rusher with an average 
of 178 yards a game. 


"He's 6-foot-2 and about 220 


pounds, he's bigger than any 
tailback we've ever had and and 
he runs tremendously fast," 
says McKay, "although he's not 
as fast as 0. J, Simpson." 


Perhaps to remind them- 


selves of .Southern Cal's fantas- 
tic comeback last year from a 
24-0 deficit late in the first half, 
the Irish rallied in the final pe- 
riod the last two weeks to beat 
North Carolina 21-14 and Air 
Force 31-30. 


"The remarkable thing about 


those two games," says Coach 
Dan Devine, "is that we scored 
52 points and only once took 
possession of the ball beyond 
the 50, and that was at the Air 
Force 45. Normally, you figure 
a team will score between 7-10 
points without field position." 


Colorado also used a come- 


back—from 17-3—to beat Mis- 
souri 31-20 last week and crack 
the Top Ten for the first time 
this season. 


"A comeback like that is tre- 


mendous because it gives our 
players a lot of confidence in 
themselves," says Coach Bill 
Mallory. "They reached down 
and got something extra. They 
reached down deep and pulled 
out the little bit more it took to 
win it. Everybody came fight- 
ing back, just a bunch of alley 
cats. I like that kind of atti- 
tude. 


"But in Nebraska we'll be 


facing the most complete team 
we've faced this year in terms 
of passing, running and their 
defense. They have a superb 
defense that attacks you all the 
time. It's a typical great Ne- 
braska defense.

Vince Ferragamo) are quality 
kids and either can beat you." 


At Ohio State, Woody Hayes

The Nebraska Game and 


Parks Commission, Friday ap- 
proved action to apply for fun- 
ding in the purchase of Omaha's 
Gifford Tract. 


The request was made to 


purchase the tract by Omahans

Company, Dr. Craig Fullerton of 
the Omaha schools system and 
Pat Pendergrass of the Omaha 
Riverfront 
Development 


organization. 


The 1,500-plus acres of farm 


and wooded land along the 
Missouri River, just east of 
Fontenelle Forest, would be 
purchased through the Secretary 
of the Interior's continengency 
funding with matching state or 
local funds provided by a land 
donation through owner Dr.

Omahans. 


The tract is currently being 


used as a farm (320 acres) and as 
a nature education center for 
Omaha school youngsters. The 
request for purchase was to 
provide this acreage for similar 
use for years to come, said 
Fullerton.

Ames, Iowa (UPI) - Iowa 


State faces its strongest 
challenge of the season Saturday 
when the Cyclones meet mighty 
Oklahoma on the Sooners' home 
ground. 


Iowa State has played well 


against Oklahoma in the past 
couple of years, but that ap- 
parently hasn't impressed the 
oddsmakers, who have tabbed 
the second-rated Sooners as 28- 
point favorties. 


History is definitely on the 


side of the Sooners. 


Iowa State has beaten 


Oklahoma only four times in 47 
games (there has one a tie) and 
the Cyclones haven't won since 
1961. 


Also, Oklahoma has won 26 


straight games and is unbeaten 
in the past 35 contests. 


Oklahoma rolled up 108 points 


in its first two games this year, 
but since then the Sooners 
haven't scored more than 25 in a 
contest. 


However, Iowa State coach 


Earle Bruce says that doesn't 
mean the Sooners can't explode. 


"Oklahoma has the best 


balanced rushing attack in the 
country. They are a very 
explosive football team," Bruce 
said. 


"Look at the teams they've 


played — Miami, Colorado, 
Texas. I'd say those are pretty 
good football teams." 


Oklahoma, which is 27-0-1 in 


2 
J/2 seasons under coach Barry 
Switzer, opened the year with a 
62-7 rout of Oregon and a 46-10 
pasting of Pitt. 


Then came a 20-17 victory over 


Miami and a 21-20 squeaker over 
Colorado, followed by a 24-17 
win over arch-rival Texas and a 
25-3 triumph over Kansas State. 


Injuries could be part of the 


reason the Sooners have slowed 
down slightly. 


Running back Joe Washington 


practiced only once the week 
before the Kansas State game 
because of a bruised instep that 


No. 1 fullback Jim Littrell hasn't 
played since the Colorado game 
and offensive guard Terry Webb 
was held out of last week's game 
because of an ankle injury that 
has been bothersome since the 
season opener. 


Washington is the man the 


Sooners count on to open up 
their offense and injury or not, 
Bruce still thinks he is the best. 


"There's no finer back in the 


country than Joe Washington," 
the ISU coach said. 


"And I know who I am in- 


cluding when I make that state- 
ment. I saw him run some cuts 
on punt returns that I couldn't 
believe." 


Washington has rushed for 491 


yards this year and has scored 
seven touchdowns, including one 
on a punt return. 


Quarterback Steve Davis

“ I love the Notre Dame 
game,” says Coach John McKay 
of Southern California. 
And well he should. After los­ 
ing five of his first seven meet­ 
ings with Notre Dame, capped 
by that infamous 51-0 mauling in 
1966, McKay has turned the 
tables with a 5-1-2 mark over the 
last eight years... capped by 
that infamous 55-24 come-from 
behind second-half explosion a 
year ago. 
The two ancient rivals— 
they've met every season since 
1926 except for three years dur­ 
ing World War II—go at it again 
Saturday at South Bend, Ind., 
before the customary sellout 
crowd of almost 60,000 plus a 
national television audience 
(ABC-TV, 2:30, p.m., EDT). 
Southern Cal, No. 3 in The 
Associated Press ratings, has a 6- 
0 record while 14th-ranked Notre 
Dame is 5-1 but neither team has 
played very well in recent 
weeks. The 47th clash in the in­ 
tersectional series—USC leads 
26-16-4—may be just what they 
need to perk them up. 
The only other game between 
two members of The AP Top 
Twenty is the Big Eight Confer­ 
ence meeting at Lincoln, Neb., 
between fourth-ranked Nebras­ 
ka and No. 10 Colorado. 
Elsewhere, top-ranked Ohio 
State visits Purdue with Archie 
Griffin needing 116 yards to pass 
Cornell's Ed Marinaro’s 4,715 
and become major college foot­ 
ball’s all-time leading rusher, 
runner-up Oklahoma entertains 
Iowa State and fifth-ranked 
Texas A&M hosts Baylor. Sixth- 
ranked Alabama faces winless 
Texas Christian at Birmingham, 
Indiana is at No. 7 Michigan, 
Rice visits No. 8 Texas for a 
night game and Army is at No. 9 
Penn State. 
In the Second Ten, it’s Texas- 
E1 Paso at No. 11 Arizona State 
at night, Duke at No. 12 Florida, 
New Mexico at No. 13 Arizona, 
Kansas State at No. 15 Missouri, 
Illinois at No. 16 Michigan State, 
Navy at No. 17 Pitt, California at 
UCLA and No. 20 South Carolina 
at Louisiana State under the 
lights. Maryland, the No. 18 
team, is idle. 
Southern Cal and Notre Dame 
have been trying to outdo each 
other lately in seeing who can 
pile up the most injuries. 
“ We re a young football team 
that has not played very well the 
last two weeks,” says McKay. 
“ In fact, we’ve played as poorly 
as any team I've had in a long, 
long time. I think the injuries 
have hurt us badly because 
we’ve lost six regulars, or near­ 
regulars, who meant a lot to us. 
However, that’s still no excuse 
for the way we're playing. 
“ But I’U tell you this. I love 
the Notre Dame game. I think 
it’s the greatest intersectional 
rivalry in the history of football. 
I’m going to enjoy playing Notre 
Dame and I really believe our 


youngsters will be up for the 
Irish. They had better be. I know 
Notre Dame will be inspired.” 
One Trojan who isn’t hurt is 
tailback Ricky Bell, the nation’s 
leading rusher with an average 
of 178 yards a game. 
“ He's 6-foot-2 and about 220 
pounds, he’s bigger than any 
tailback we've ever had and and 
he runs tremendously fast,” 
says McKay, “although he's not 
as fast as O. J. Simpson.” 
Perhaps to remind them­ 
selves of .Southern Cal’s fantas­ 
tic comeback last year from a 
24-0 deficit late in the first half, 
the Irish rallied in the final pe­ 
riod the last two weeks to beat 
North Carolina 21-14 and Air 
Force 31-30. 
“The remarkable thing about 
those two games,” says Coach 
Dan Devine, “is that we scored 
52 points and only once took 
possession of the ball beyond 
the 50, and that was at the Air 
Force 45.

The Nebraska Game and 
Parks Commission, Friday ap­ 
proved action to apply for fun­ 
ding in the purchase of Omaha's 
Gifford Tract. 


The request was made to 
purchase the tract by Omahans 
Glenn LeDoyt of LeDoyt Land 
Company, Dr. Craig Fullerton of 
the Omaha schools system and 
Pat Pendergrass of the Omaha 
Riverfront Development 
organization. 


The 1,500-plus acres of farm 
and wooded land along the 
Missouri River, just east of 
Fontenelle Forest, would be 
purchased through the Secretary 
of the Interior’s continengency 
funding with matching state or 
local funds provided by a land 
donation through owner Dr. 
Harold Gifford, according to the 
Omahans. 


The tract is currently being 
used as a farm (320 acres) and as 
a nature education center for 
Omaha school youngsters. The 
request for purchase was to 
provide this acreage for similar 
use for years to come, said 
Fullerton.

Iowa State To Test Sooners 
Ames, Iowa (UPI) — Iowa 
State faces its strongest 
challenge of the season Saturday 
when the Cyclones meet mighty 
Oklahoma on the Sooners’ home 
ground. 
Iowa State has played well 
against Oklahoma in the past 
couple of years, but that ap­ 
parently hasn’t impressed the 
oddsmakers. who have tabbed 
the second-rated Sooners as 28- 
point favorties. 
History is definitely on the 
side of the Sooners. 
Iowa State has beaten 
Oklahoma only four times in 47 
games (there has one a tie) and 
the Cyclones haven’t won since 
1961. 
Also, Oklahoma has won 26 
straight games and is unbeaten 
in the past 35 contests. 
Oklahoma rolled up 108 points 
in its first two games this year, 
but since then the Sooners 
haven't scored more than 25 in a 
contest. 
However, Iowa State coach 
Earle Bruce says that doesn’t 
mean the Sooners can't explode. 
“ Oklahoma has the best 
balanced rushing attack in the 
country. They are a very 
explosive football team,” Bruce 
said. 
“ Look at the teams they've 
played — Miami, Colorado, 
Texas. I'd say those are pretty 
good football teams.” 
Oklahoma, which is 27-0-1 in 
2Va seasons under coach Barry 
Switzer, opened the year with a 
62-7 rout of Oregon and a 46-10 
pasting of Pitt. 
Then came a 20-17 victory over 
Miami and a 21-20 squeaker over 
Colorado, followed by a 24-17 
win over arch-rival Texas and a 
25-3 triumph over Kansas State. 
Injuries could be part of the 
reason the Sooners have slowed 
down slightly. 


Running back Joe Washington 
practiced only once the week 
before the Kansas State game 
because of a bruised instep that 
has been nagging him all season, 
No. 1 fullback Jim Littrell hasn't 
played since the Colorado game 
and offensive guard Terry Webb 
was held out of last week's game 
because of an ankle injury that 
has been bothersome since the 
season opener. 
Washington is the man the 
Sooners count on to open up 
their offense and injury or not, 
Bruce still thinks he is the best. 
“There’s no finer back in the 
country than Joe Washington,” 
the ISU coach said. 
“And I know who I am in­ 
cluding when I make that state­ 
ment. I saw him run some cuts 
on punt returns that I couldn't 
believe.” 
Washington has rushed for 491 
yards this year and has scored 
seven touchdowns, including one 
on a punt return. 
Quarterback Steve Davis 
directs the Oklahoma attack and 
although he doesn't pass much 
he proved he has the ability 
against Kansas State. 
With the Wildcats stacked up 
to stop Washington and the 
Sooners’ ground game, Davis 
completed seven of 14 passes for 
117 yards and one touchdown. 
He added 63 yards rushing. 
“He’s a fine quarterback,” 
Bruce said of Davis. “He not 
only runs well but can pass. He’s 
a complete football players.” 
Iowa State, which is 4-2 on the 
year and 1-1 in the Big Eight, has 
some injury problems of its own. 
Middle guard Maynard Sten- 
srud, the leading tackier in the 
defensive line, is out for at least 
another week with a broken 
right hand. 
Quarterback Buddy Hardeman 
is nursing a broken wrist suf-

The host Jayhawks have been 
unimpressive in passing this 
season, having completed only 
U of 42 tosses for 123 yards. 
Kansas coach Bud Moore says 
he's “still convinced we can 
throw the football.” 
If the Jayhawks do pass, 
Cromwell, who leads the league 
in rushing, likely will share the 
quarterback duties with Scott 
McMichael, who is a better 
passer than the converted safety. 
Both teams have lost to 
Nebraska. 
Kansas bowed to the fourth 
ranked Cornhuskers 16-0, and 
Oklahoma State was defeated 28- 
20 last Saturday. 
“ Any time you take a third 
team quarterback and score 20 
points against Nebraska . . . 
Moore notes. 
“ They’ve got some outstan­ 
ding football talent.” 
The third team quarterback is 
Scott Burk, and he will be at 
quarterback again against the 
Jawhawks, who w ill be 
celebrating their homecoming. 
“ I'm very impressed with 
Kansas," says Cowboy coach 
Jim Stanley. 
“They held Nebraska to one 
touchdown, and that’s better 
than we did.” 
Cromwell is averaging 120.2 
yards a game in rushing. 
Terry Miller, who scored all 
three touchdowns against 
Nebraska, is Oklahoma State’s 
leading rusher. 


The 225-pound Galbreath, the 
league’s fifth-leading rusher, has 
been under wraps for three 
weeks, including the final half of 
the Tigers’ 31-20 loss last week at 
Colorado. 


But in his absence, the result 
of an injury to his right ankle, 
junior quarterback Steve 
Pisarkiewicz has rapidly 
blossomed into one of the 
nation’s top passers. 
“I don’t think I’ve ever seen a 
college quarterback set up and 
deliver much better,” com­ 
mented Rainsberger in respect 
to Pisarkiewicz, whose 1,073 
yards lead the Big Eight. 


“ It may be too much to 
expect, but if we re going to 
have any chance at all we’ve got 
to find some way to put on a lit­ 
tle pressure,” Rainsberger 
added. 


Kansas State, 0-2 in the league 
and 3-3 overall, is coming off a 
stellar defensive effort in restric­ 
ting second-rated Oklahoma to 
two touchdowns during a 25-3 
loss. 
But the Wildcats, who were 
also stubborn in bowing 10-0 to 
fifth-ranked Texas A&M earlier, 
have yet to face a passer the hot­ 
handed Pisarkiewicz’ caliber. 
“ He throws extremely well,” 
said Rainsberger “There is no 
doubt in my mind that Missouri 
is the best passing team and 
probably the best-balanced team 
we’ll face.” 
A crowd of 62.500 expected to 
watch the contest likely won t 
see a 
re-enactm ent of 
Galbreath's 194 yards rushing 
which highlighted last year's 52- 
15 Missouri victory. 
“We’ll see how he feels in 
pregame warmups,” said Tiger 
Coach A1 Onofrio, who has 
junior Curt Brown ready to fill 
Galbreath’s position. 
The 6-3 Pisarkiewicz. who has 
completed 65 of 120 passes, has 
guided Missouri to a 4-2 record, 
including a 1-1 mark in the Big 
Eight. 
“If the line gives Zark time to 
pass, he can pick any team 
apart,” contended split end 
Henry Marshall, who has caught 
24 of the passes for 568 yards and 
scored six touchdowns.

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Natural Gas Key 
To Fuel Outlook 


By The Associated Press 


George Dworak, state fuel 


allocation officer, says 
Nebraska's fuel outlook is much 
brighter than it was two years 
ago when winter was coining on 
and the Arab oil embargo was in 
effect. 


But he says a long hard winter 


could cause some problems. 


The key to the energy situ- 


ation is natural gas. 


Dworak said some industrial 


users, with interruptible con- 
tracts, will be without natural 
gas for about the same number 
of days as they were last year. 


But if there is a long hard 


winter, more natural gas may be 
needed for home heating and 
other priority uses and the in- 
dustrial users could go longer 
without gas. 


If that happens, industry could 


begin eating into the available 
supplies of heating and diesel oil 
as they look for other sources-of 
energy. 


But otherwise, he said, gaso- 


line, heating oil, electricity and 
diesel fuel supplies look good. 


Two years ago there were 15- 


20 Nebraska towns not con- 
nected with the major electrical 
networks. Fuel supplies were 
scarce and officials were worried 
that the towns might not be able 
to continue to generate electrici- 
ty. 


Walt Arfmann of the Nebraska 


League of Municipalities said 
Friday that only Alma, Burwell, 
Kimball, Ord, Oxford Randolph 
and Red Cloud are not now able 
to bring in power from outside 
sources. 


Arfmann said the seven, 


towns bum natural gas to gen- 
erate electricity and have 
stores of diesel fuel on hand to 
burn if natural gas is not avail- 
able. He said be knew of no com- 
munities that were having trou- 
ble finding fuel. 
' Two years ago, when Dvo- 
rak's office was created, he re- 
ceived a telephone call from 
Chadron with an urgent request 
for 10 gallons of kerosene.

Translator 
George Korbel of Wisner 


broke the news to Ewa, who 
doesn't speak English, and has 
been acting as her translator and 
confidant.

Federal Witness Rebuts Testimony By Friend of ABP President 


Omaha (UPI) — The federal 


government Friday presented a 
witness who gave testimony 
directly contrary to that given 
earlier in the American Beef 
Packers Inc. trial by a friend and 
business associate of Frank R.

Friday's testimony by Robert 


Teal of Omaha was in marked 


contrast to that given Monday by 
Gerald L. Schueman, Oakland, 
Iowa.

acknowledged purchasing F.R.

Teal said all of the bills of

Her father headed 
the Lincoln Institute in Kentucky. Her 


mother wvs the nation's fint black post- 
mistress. Her brother was the late Whitney 
Young, former executive director of the 
National Urban League. 


She is presently director of Chicago's 


Public Welfare Curriculum Development 
Program and has been director of or con- 
sultant to numerous agencies. She also has 
carried out government assignments in 15 
foreign countries, most recently Jamaica. 


But Mrs. Boswell discounts all that.

"We can no longer be comfortable with 


titles — administrator, director, acting 
this, acting that, acting the other. Keep on 
acting and you'll act yourself out. 


"Just because we have a degree doesn't 


mean we have all the answers. There's 
something we can learn from the streets." 


And social workers can team only if they 


get out from behind their desks, she said. 


"Some of us stay in the same office in the 


same area in the same town. We don't even 


know what's happening on the other side of 
town." 


Taking her advice may be inconvenient, 


Mrs. Boswell said, "but sometimes we 
have to inconvenience ourselves." 


She once commuted between Chicago 


and Washington, DC., three times a week 
for a year to help develop Project Head 
Start. And she's had two days of vacation 
so far this year. 


Part of the secret to successful social 


work is knowing yourself, Mrs. Boswell 
said. 


"If you were my counselor, you wouldn't 


see me too often," she told her audience. 
"You're not smiling. You're not speaking 
to each other. Some of you are happy. 
Some of you are sad. Some of you need to 
lose weight. Some of yon need to put on 
some weight. 


"We're too busy social working other 


people. First you need to social work 
yourselves."

Future, Fantasy 
Fascinate Fellow

Craig Sovey doesn't need the 


annual Halloween fare to feel 
scared. He's gotten his dose of 
chills through the years from 
books. 


"I 
enjoyed 
reading 


something that would scare 
me," the Southeast High School 
senior confided. He started with 
the Alfred Hitchcock routine and 
built up, including the horror 
story classics of Edgar Allan Poe 
and the novels of British author 
Saki. 


The 17-year-old has found, 


however, that very few books 
really scared him once he got 
past the age of 13 or 14. 


But his own library at home 


has since expanded to some 15 
hardback books and over 200 
paperbacks dealing with science 
fiction and the supernatural. 


"I became fascinated by the 


fantasy of what happened and by 
seeing what people do under the 
stress of what they don't un- 
.derstand," Craig explained. 


Although his own belief in the 


supernatural — which he likes to 
call the "superphysical" — 
is limited, Craig prefers to study 
the historical evidence that 
points to the possibility of 
extraterrestrial activity. 


"Since man has been around 


he's been drawing pictures on 
cave walls and communicating 


fantastic stories," reports the 
young researcher. He feels 
there's too much recorded 
evidence to discount the 
probability of some form of in- 
telligent life somewhere else in 
the galaxy. 


Craig says he's leaning more 


toward the feasibility of UFOs. 
"It's selfish to think that if we 
can put men on the moon with 
our technology that there aren't 
other planets who can too," he 
said. 


From the science fiction books 


Craig reads, he tries to figure 
what might possibly portend the 
future. Some of the writers, he 
supposes, might well be "people 
ahead of their time" as was 
Jules Verne with his fantastic 
predictions. 


But Craig also has a grasp on 


the very real trends of the future 
and thus has an interest in solar 
energy. 


"When you know you're going 


to have the sun for eternity, you 
might as well use it," Craig 
believes. He questions why solar 
energy, which has been around 
since the mid-1800s, has "been 
shoved in a corner" for so long. 


Hopeful of a degree in 


architecture when he goes to 
college next year, Craig hopes to 
devote his efforts to designing 
workable plans for incorporating 
solar energy into average homes.

Yo4j ih in Jlairm 
Future, Fantasy 
Fascinate Fellow

Craig Sovey doesn’t need the 
annual Halloween fare to feel 
scared. He’s gotten his dose of 
chills through the years from 
books. 
“ I 
enjoyed 
reading 
something that would scare 
me,” the Southeast High School 
senior confided. He started with 
the Alfred Hitchcock routine and 
built up, including the horror 
story classics of Edgar Allan Poe 
and the novels of British author 
Saki. 
The 17-year-old has found, 
however, that very few books 
really scared him once he got 
past the age of 13 or 14. 
But his own library at home 
has since expanded to some 15 
hardback books and over 200 
paperbacks dealing with science 
fiction and the supernatural. 
“I became fascinated by the 
fantasy of what happened and by 
seeing what people do under the 
stress of what they don’t un- 
.derstand,” Craig explained. 
Although his own belief in the 
supernatural — which he likes to 
call the “ superphysical” — 
is hmited, Craig prefers to study 
the historical evidence that 
points to the possibility of 
extraterrestrial activity. 
“Since man has been around 
he’s been drawing pictures on 
cave walls and communicating 


fantastic stories,” reports the 
young researcher. He feels 
there’s too much recorded 
evidence to discount the 
probabiUty of some form of in- 
telUgent life somewhere else in 
the galaxy. 
Craig says he’s leaning more 
toward the feasibility of UFOs. 
“It’s selfish to think that if we 
can put men on the moon with 
our technology that there aren’t 
other planets who can too,” he 
said. 
From the science fiction books 
Craig reads, he tries to figure 
what might possibly portend the 
future. Some of the writers, he 
supposes, might well be “ people 
ahead of their time” as was 
Jules Verne with his fantastic 
predictions. 


But Craig also has a grasp on 
the very real trends of the future 
and thus has an interest in solar 
energy. 
“ When you know you’re going 
to have the sun for eternity, you 
might as well use it,” Craig 
believes. He questions why solar 
energy, which has been around 
since the mid-1800s, has “ been 
shoved in a corner” for so long. 
Hopeful of a degree in 
architecture when he goes to 
college next year, Craig hopes to 
devote his efforts to designing 
workable plans for incorporating 
solar energy into average homes.
